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KENSINGTON SHOWS THE WAY 


the Forestry Commission has 
done much to remedy the generations of 
neglect which had reduced our forests and 
woodlands to a travesty of their eighteenth- 
century selves, little or. no attention has 
hitherto been paid to the trees in our towns. 

The planting of many town parks and 
squares is now considerably more than a 
hundred years old and the trees have reached 
full maturity. Their magnificence and size 
tends to obscure the fact that from a forestry 
point of view many are now ripe for fell- 
ing; they can only deteriorate gradually 
with advancing age and many will become 
dangerous. 

The reaction of the layman to this unwel- 
come truth is to put off the evil day of 
removing them. The reaction of the forester 
is selectively to fell and replant so that there 
is always a constant succession of young, 
middle-aged and mature trees. This process, 
to be fully effective now, should have been 
started a generation ago. In many parks it 
is now urgent and in some it is already too 
late to avoid disastrous wholesale clearances. 
The tragic fellings now taking place of the 
mature chestnuts for more than a mile along 
the main road at Hemel Hempstead are a 
foretaste of what will happen to many famous 
parks if we do not take early action. 

The Ministry of Works is conscious of the 
problem in the royal parks in London, and 
a distinguished advisory committee on forestry, 
appointed to consider the long-term problems, 


has just published a report * on Kensington 
Gardens, suggesting action for this park and 
the principle for action in others. The 
committee recommends systematic inspections 
at regular intervals and the gradual and 
inconspicuous replacement over long periods 
of the existing trees. Most of these, like those 
at Hemel Hempstead, were planted at about 
the same time and have all matured together. 

It is hoped that parks authorities throug- 
out the country will take this report as a 
timely hint to set their affairs in order. Unfor- 
tunately there is a tendency for some of them 
to treat large forest trees as a dangerous 
nuisance to be eliminated at the first sign of 
trouble and replaced with flowering cherries 
and other species too small in scale for 
townscape. 

It seems likely that guidance from the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government 
will be needed sooner or later if the trees in 
our towns are to be properly looked after. 
The ministry have already shown itself alive 
to the problem with its excellent booklet,t+ 
published just over a year ago. 

Perhaps the ministry should now be thinking 
of augmenting the rather ineffective tree 
preservation order machinery with some system 
of park conservation orders which would be 
obligatory on all parks authorities. These 
orders could embody periodic expert surveys 
on the lines of the Kensington Gardens report 
in order to remedy eventually the present 
unsatisfactory situation.

SHEPPARD FIDLER SEEKS 
NEW DEPUTY 


The appointment of Mr. J. R. Sheridan-Shedden as 
city architect of Leeds leaves vacant the post of deputy 
architect, Birmingham. You may have seen the adver- 
tisement on another page. I hear that the city architect, 
Mr. A. G. Sheppard Fidler, is most anxious that a 
first-class man shall fill the post. This is understandable, 
for the department has a vast volume of building work 
in hand and on the drawing board. The salary for the 
post is in the range £2,870 to £3,370. 


A NEW PRINTING HOUSE SQUARE 


My picture shows a model of the scheme for 
rebuilding Printing House Square, where The Times 
is produced. The architects are Richard Llewelyn 
Davies and John Weeks, in association with Ellis, Clarke 
& Gallannaugh. It will be seen that the new Printing 
House Square will have one side open to Queen 
Victoria Street. It is hoped that the main building to 
the west of the square will be finished by the end of 
August, 1962, and the remainder two years later. It is 
planned to continue the daily production of The Times 
on the site throughout the rebuilding. 

The putting up of this large building should provide 
a fine send-off for Richard Llewelyn Davies, as he will 
be taking up his appointment as Professor of Archi- 
tecture at the Bartlett in the autumn. It will be his 
first really large scheme, and it is good to be able to 
welcome a comparatively new name in the ranks of 
those who are getting the plum jobs. The Times is to 
be congratulated on choosing so young an architect and 
one noted for his modern outlook and inquiring mind. 


BUILDING CENTRE FORUM, 4 


The last in the present series of meetings of the 
Building Centre Forum was concerned with factory 
flooring, and was organized by the Building Research 
Station. The opening speakers were Dr. J. C. Harper, 
of the B.R.S., and Mr. A. L. Hall, of Harry Weedon 
& Partners, the well-known factory architects of Bir- 
mingham. Mr. Hall began the evening by describing 
the perfect factory floor, and then asked who could 
provide it. Dr. Harper, who did some judicious sales 
talk for the latest B.R.S. publication on industrial 
floors, spoke of the various types available and their 
merits and demerits. The stage set, the company joined 
in. It was quickly clear that the majority of those pre- 
sent were from various branches of the flooring trade. 
One or two people made salesmen’s speeches to the 
thinly veiled amusement of those who did not. Oddly 


enough, the centrepiece of the evening was a long argu- 
ment round the allegation that granolithic floors are 
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not what they were. Everything depends, it was in the 
end agreed, upon the quality of the layers. One member 
of the audience, who would not give his name, but who 
clearly knew a great deal about the subject, said that 
his firm had stopped the use of power floats, not 
because they were not good tools, but because the men 
would not use them properly. There is no doubt that 
this Forum draws both manufacturers and architects, 
and it is very much to be hoped that the Building 
Centre will organize a further series. One of the sad 
things, however, is that very few young architects and 
students attend. The type of information to be gleaned 
from such meetings is not to be found in books. 


NATIONAL HOMES WEEK 


National Homes Week, as I said the other day, will 
be here from March 25 to April 2. I have seen some 
posters, but I have heard precious little about what is 
going to happen. Indeed the only concrete thing which 
has so far appeared is that the Building Centre is to 
stay open until 7 p.m. on March 25 and from March 28 
to April 1. You may remember that the objects of the 
week are pretty wide, the principal one being to stimu- 
late the sale of houses built by members of the Federa- 
tion of Registered House Builders. If it really wants 
to do any good the Federation should launch a nation- 
wide campaign about itself, for it is almost unknown to 
the public. This should be done after it has laid down 
that its members must not only build to an approved 
specification, which they do already, but also to an 
approved standard of design. 

No doubt some members of the Federation are wise 
to the importance of good design, but I imagine that a 
great many do not differ greatly from the American 
speculative builder mentioned in the leading article of 
the February issue of the Architectural Forum. “The 
only seal of approval | ever want to see on one of my 
buildings”, he said, “is a sign out front saying ‘no 
vacancies.” He then went on to say, with obvious 
relish, “how one of his latest projects violated just about 
everything the magazine has been advocating; it was 
very high in density, it occupied its lot a full 100 per 
cent, it was not likely to win any A.LA. medals. Apart 
from which, it made plenty of money!” 


MONICO MADNESS? 


I hear rumours that the Monico building is to go 
forward. If this is true it is a calamity. It may be that 
modifications will be called for, but it is difficult to 
see how that particular design could be modified to 
make it acceptable to informed opinion. If the building 
proceeds without a promise of far-reaching legislation 
to prevent the recurrence of such things we may as 
well give up hope for the future of our urban scene. 


‘*CLEAN AND DECENT’’ AT FOYLES 


Lawrence Wright, A.R.1.B.A., well known in the pro- 
fession as a perspective artist and many times exhibitor 
at the R.A., has now become an author (writes my 
agent). Called “Clean and Decent”, it is a scholarly and 
also witty history of the bathroom and smallest room. 
Many of the 200 illustrations first saw the light at the 
Building Exhibition a couple of years ago. Routledge 
& Kegan Paul, Mr. Wright’s publishers, held a “Clean 
and Decent” party in Foyles’ Art Gallery to launch 
the book. Miss Yvonne Mitchell, the actress, lent 
glamour to the party and a Victorian slipper-bath the 
realism. As I came away, an obliging lady guest 
hopped in the bath (no water, fully dressed) to please 
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the photographers. She looked rather like a tank 
commander taking cover. 


MR. MARPLES IN THE U.S. NEWS 


Pictures of British Cabinet Ministers are pretty rare 
in the pages of American architectural magazines. How- 
ever, the same Forum also shows our battling Minister 
of Transport on his bicycle, and tells, how in an effort 
to avoid typical holiday vehicular crushes in London's 
downtown, he blocked out the “pink zone” in which 
“only a minimum of moving traffic and no parking at 
all, was allowed”. Maybe that is what Mr. Marples 
would have liked to have done, but it gives a somewhat 
exaggerated idea of what he did. Anyway, with the 
“pink zone” still in force you can hardly notice the 
difference today. According to the Forum, Mr. Marples 
has some serious reservations about allowing the motor- 
car to determine city patterns to the extent that it 
does in the U.S. Good for you, Mr. Minister. I have to 
admit that when Mr. Marples went to the States to 
look at traffic I was a bit nervous about the impact 
on him of their motorways in cities, but I see now that 
the trip did nothing but good. Last week, speaking at 
the opening of Gollins, Melvin, Ward & Partners’ Castrol 
House, he referred to the long-term study group which 
he is setting up on the future of traffic in our cities. 
Unlike some people, the Minister sees it as a matter 
for planning and one which concerns architects, town 
planners, landscape architects, engineers—in fact, every 
ingredient that goes into the creating of a community. 
Pedal-up, sir, there is no time to lose. 


THE DANGER TO OUR CITIES 

Traffic chaos such as Londoners saw on February 1, 
during the one-day railway strike, is a powerful tool 
in the hands of the “roads-at-any-price” brigade. We 
must be constantly on our guard against those who 


press for motor roads for our cities while taking little | 


or no account of their effect on the townscape. Im- 
proved urban roads are a vital necessity, but not at the 
expense of disrupting our cities architecturally or 
sociologically. Urban motor roads must form part of 
a comprehensive city plan. They cannot be super- 
imposed on an existing city without risking disaster. 
We should learn from the mistakes of others. Here, 
for example, is an extract from Progressive Architecture, 
for January, 1960, under the heading, “Parks in Peril”: 


“Public apathy and the zeal of highway transporta- | 


tion and public works planners, are nibbling away 
dangerously at the parks in most major cities, Harry 
T. Thompson, superintendent of National Capital 
Parks, complained recently. 

“He commented that parkland is often the most 
easily available when new highways or public buildings 
are planned in Washington—and added that parks 
officials have been perhaps too co-operative in moving 
public facilities to other areas to make way for planned 
‘improvements’. 

“A remedy: force the highway department, for 
example, to donate as much land for park purposes as 
it wishes to take. This, commented Thompson, would 
make taking parkland so expensive that they’d shy 
away from the parks, taking over instead land already 
developed.”

NEW SHOPS AND OFFICES AT MORDEN 


vHs project was won by architect A. Green in a limited 
competition set by the local authority. The building 
is to be situated on the whole site between London 
Road, Crown Lane and Crown Road (approximately 
two acres in area). The site is triangular in shape and 
points towards the Morden Underground station, which 
is only 150yd away. The southern part of this site (about 
14 acres mainly facing Crown Road) belongs to the 
Morden Urban District Council, who invited developers 
to tender for building leases on their land. 


The area nearest to the underground station (approxi- 
mately three-quarters of an acre) is occupied by the 
“Crown” public house, owned by Courage & Barclays 
Ltd. For architectural, as well as for economical reasons, 
it was strongly felt that the whole triangle should be 
included in the project, and accordingly an arrangement 
was made with the brewers to acquire their site and 
re-house them in the new building. In addition to the 
offices, a department store is planned in a prominent 
Position nearest the underground station, so as to attract 
trade in the newly projected shops along London Road 
and Crown Lane. The overall gross area of the buildings 
amounts to about 210,000 sq ft. There is roughly 120,000 
sq ft net lettable office area, a department store, 17 
shops, the public house including its tenants’ and staff 
quarters, a caretaker’s flat and one spare flat. The site 
is planned to park about 140 cars with easy access from 
Crown Road and Crown Lane. 


The predominant 15-storey high main block of offices 
is planned on a gentle curve facing the underground. 
It is 200ft long on its curved side, by 46ft deep overall 
and approximately 170ft high. 

The wing blocks in turn, generally consist of shops with 
offices at first floor level over. The public house, partly 
occupies both floors on London Road. The publican’s

Anti-dazzle screens on M1 


Sir—Your correspondent “Abner” objects on aesthetic 
grounds to the anti-dazzle screen of expanded metal mesh 
erected experimentally, by direction of the Ministry of 
Transport, on a section of the M1 motorway just north of 
Luton. (A. & B.N., February 3, 1960.) 

This is a matter of opinion, like all aesthetic judgment, 
but even if your correspondent is correct, there are other 
and more important considerations involved. 

Dazzle is a major road hazard and a frequent cause of 
accidents, many of them fatal. It was precisely to combat 
dazzle that the Road Research Laboratory undertook a 
lengthy series of experiments as a result of which they 
recommended expanded metal screens as the most effective 
antidote. 

And, it may be added, the most immediately practi- 
cable. “Abner” seems to suggest that shrubs should be 
planted on the central reservation. But shrubs would 
take at least five years to grow to the required height, even 
under conditions more favourable than those likely to be 
found on the M1. 

How many lives would be lost in the meantime? 
Nobody can tell exactly. But I imagine “Abner” would 
agree that even if it were only one, the gratification of 
those elements of the population who may be sensitive 
to aesthetic impressions would be too dearly bought at 
the price. 

Again, even a full-grown hedge would hardly stop 
skidding vehicles from crossing the central reservation 
right in the path of traffic approaching on the opposite 
fast lane. Already the expanded metal screen has averted 
one such tragedy. And intermittent bursts of dazzle from 
gaps torn in the hedge by such vehicles might well prove 
an even greater hazard than continuous glare. 

It is always open to “Abner” and those who feel as he 
does to campaign for planting on either side of an existing 
dazzle screen. But in the meantime the Ministry is 
merely acknowledging its public responsibilities when it 


gives this practical expression to the humane and 
universally approved slogan “Safety First”.

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Reconstructed Stone 


Sir,—Over the past few years, and in company with 
other manufacturers of reconstructed stone, we have been 
very concerned at the growing tendency towards the use 
of smaller and smaller sections of reconstructed stone 
in the design of buildings. This has resulted in damage 
in handling and fixing with resultant delays in progress 
on the site due to the time taken to manufacture replace- 
ments. 

As we have had over 50 years’ experience in the manu- 
facture of all types of reconstructed stone, we have taken 
the liberty of preparing some notes which we feel would 
be helpful in indicating the minimum dimensions which, 
from our experience, are desirable from the angle of 
production and satisfaction in use. 

May we suggest that the minimum dimension of any 
section should not be less than 24in and the minimum 
cross sectional area of stone 11 sq in; as far as lengths of 
stone are concerned, we are of the opinion that sections 
of 11 sq in should not exceed 3ft in length, 30 sq in, 4ft 
in length and 45 sq in, 6ft in length. 

The foregoing information is intended as a guide and 
applies to reconstructed stone comprising a facing of 
crushed natural stone and white cement with a backing of 
granite concrete.

The Late Sir Harry Selley 


We regret to record the death, on February 24, at 
the age of 88, of Sir Harry Selley, j.p., president of the 
Federation of Master Builders. 

There will be many in the building industry and in 
public life to regret the passing of one of the “old school”. 
He was a man of commanding vigour in his younger 
days, who exhibited always a forthright but kindly 
manner, and was able. in his eighties to give an expert 
demonstration of the bricklayer’s skills. 

No formal monuments to his work and life will be 
necessary—they exist already in the thousands of houses 
built in South-West London during the early part of the 
century by the firm of Swain & Selley. 

Sir Harry, although a Londoner by adoption, remained 
a Devonian in thought and feeling, despite his early 
migration to the opportunities of the capital. He brought 
with him £100, considerable building skill and abundant 
self-confidence. Soon he had formed a partnership with 
another Devonian, who was also a lifelong friend, and 
the enterprise of Swain & Selley flourished for 35 years. 
He was soon active in industrial affairs and became, in 
1922, president of the then National Federation of 
House Builders. 

In 1925 Sir Harry entered public life as a member 
for Battersea on the London County Council. From the 
affairs of the capital, he became occupied with national 
events when, in 1931, the voters of South Battersea 
returned him to Parliament. His career in public life 
was recognized in 1944 by the award of his Knighthood. 

To make way for a younger man he did not seek 
re-election in 1945 and it was in that year that he 
became president of the Federation of Master Builders 
and it was under his guidance that the organization 
began to grow so markedly in strength and influence in 
the post-war years,

Fire Precautions in Very High Buildings: 
L.C.C. Guidance on London Building Act 


The recent considerable development of high buildings 
in London presents special problems of design from the 
public safety and fire-fighting aspects as well as problems 
of design due to their conspicuous position, and it has 
been found that their general arrangement and economy 
of plan may be adversely affected by strict application 
of standards devised to eliminate in advance every 
conceivable hazard in the event of a fire occurring in the 
building. It frequently becomes a question of arbitrating 
between conflicting claims from the fire precautionary 
and architectural points of view. 

In order to meet the main architectural requirements 
of designers of very high buildings without creating undue 
risks from a fire-fighting and rescue standpoint, the 
London County Council, has now approved the following 
principles for the guidance of its officers who have to 
deal with applications for the erection of such buildings 
under Section 20 of the London Building Acts (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1939: 

(a) every endeavour shall be made to secure that 
staircases are located not more than 25 ft (one room's 
width) or 35 ft (one flat’s depth) from the ends of very 
high office buildings or residential buildings, respectively; 

(b) the present requirement that fire lifts shall serve 
the top floor of high buildings need not be insisted on 
as a general rule, provided that the siting and arrange- 
ment of staircases are entirely satisfactory and subject 
to each case being considered on its merits. 

The basic principles which were reviewed in 1952 were 
published for the guidance of applicants as publication 
No. 3795, which is obtainable from the Information 
Bureau at County Hall (price Is 3d, postage extra). 


Relaxation of By-Laws: London 


Arrangements have been made by the L.C.C. for certain 
relaxations of by-laws to be issued from district surveyors’ 
offices. The new procedure applies only to regulations 
which will be amended when the London Building 
(Constructional) By-Laws 1952 are revised. All other 
applications are to be made, as before, to the superintend- 
ing architect, County Hall, Westminster Bridge, S.E.1.

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Architects Consulted About Army Buildings

on general policy. He added that it was proposed in 
future to consult it on a considerable number of buildings 
including the Hyde Park Barracks. The Commission had 
also. been consulted with regard to the Castle at Chester 

Mr. Tom Driberg (Lab., Barking) asked: “Are things 
better now than they were 18 months ago, when the 
Commission complained bitterly of late consultation and 
inferior design?”

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Lord Onslow said the Secretary of State for War had 
this very much in mind.

Earl Lucan asked for an assurance that when rebuilding 
came to take place a distinguished architect would be 
employed. 

Lord Onslow promised that very close touch would 
be kept with the Royal Fine Art Commission and said 
he was certain that the best of architects’ advice would 
be obtained. 

Lord Conesford said that, while agreeing that a 
distinguished architect should be employed for anything 
new that had to be created, he hoped this did not mean 
that the existing very fine facade was going to be 
destroyed. 

Lord Onslow said he thought their Lordships could be 
assured that there would be no major alteration. Should 
it be found by reason of the modern requirements of 
troops that some alteration was necessary it would be 
fitted in with the major part of the existing facade. 
(February 24.) 


Hospital Architects’ Pay Hope 


An arbitration regarding the pay of architects employed 
by regional hospital boards is understood to be pending, 
Mr. Derek Walker-Smith, the Minister of Health, told the 
Commons. 

He was answering questions from Mr. H. J. Boyden 
(Lab., Bishop Auckland) who had asked how the cost of 
employing private architects for hospital building com- 
pared with the cost of similar work performed by the 
architectural staffs of the hospital boards. 

Mr. Walker-Smith told him that there was normally a 
small saving on the cost of the project when the work 
was done by regional hospital board architects. 

Mr. Boyden then asked: “In view of the projected 
larger programme of hospital building would the Minister 
take steps to see that the regional hospital boards are 
brought closer to those of architects in private practice, 
and also consult his colleagues in other Departments to 
see that there is an adequate supply of architects available 
for training for both short-term and _ long-term 
appointments?” 

Mr. Walker-Smith replied that a joint review of archi- 
tects of regional hospital boards was undertaken in 
January 1959 on the agreement of both sides of the 
Whitley Council. There had been proposals and counter 
proposals in regard to remuneration and he understood 
that arbitration was now pending. (February 22.) 


Anti-uglies Impressed M.P. 


The “Anti-uglies” intervention in the Piccadilly Circus 
development controversy was cited in the Commons on 
Friday by Mr. Anthony Wedgwood Benn (Lab., Bristol 
S.E.) in support of an unsuccessful Private Bill aimed at 
enabling people to vote from the age of 18. 

Mr. Wedgwood Benn said he had been impressed by 
the young students who marched along with placards 
protesting against the new buildings that were going up. 
When the big building was proposed for Piccadilly Circus 
a meeting was held in the House which brought together 
some of the “anti-uglies” among architectural students 
who were interested. M.P.s and ex-Ministers also 
attended and it was decided to send a petition to the 
Minister of Housing. As a result it had been decided 
to hold the inquiry. 

He added: “One of the ‘anti-uglies’ said to me after- 
wards, ‘It never occurred to me that Parliament would 
help us in this matter’.” 

Mr. Wedgwood Benn said: “I want to help young 
people today to realize that Parliament is here to be used. 
That is what this bill will do.” (February 19.)

Reguisitioned Houses 


When the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
introduced the Requisitioned Houses and Housing 
(Amendment) Act, 1955, he explained that he was confi- 
dent that the problem of requisitioned housing would be 
solved, as the Act provided in effect, by March 31, 1960. 
On several occasions since, the Minister has been pressed 
in the House of Commons to urge local authorities to 
press ahead with the task. Confidence was again expressed 
that all would be complete by March 31, 1960. 

In the event it is apparent that the problem is not likely 
to be ended by the date concerned. The Minister has now 
introduced the Requisitioned Houses Bill, which is 
intended to deal with the position which would otherwise 
arise at the end of March. 

Under the 1955 Act on April 1, any families who 
remained in erstwhile requisitioned property would be 
regarded as trespassers. The Ministry estimate that the 
great majority of properties still not released by that date 
will probably be in the London area and that some 1,000 
to 2,000 families are likely to be effected. If this estimate 
proves correct then the authorities may well congratulate 
themselves on having released some 55,000 properties 
since 1955. But will the estimate prove correct? 

The new Bill will empower the Minister to extend the 
requisitioning period by means of an order. This exten- 
sion is to be for a maximum of 12 months to individual 
local authorities. Each order can apply to all houses or 
can exclude individual houses or classes of house. Local 
authorities will be obliged to inform those owners whose 
property is covered by an order that they are so affected 
aad to tell them for how long the order is effective 

To compensate owners affected by an order, who had 
been repeatedly led to expect that their property would 
be freed on April |, the Bill proposes to increase the rates 
of rental compensation by 50 per cent. Contrariwise, 
doubtless to encourage local authorities to speed their 
efforts to achieve release, the Bill proposes to reduce from 
75 per cent to 25 per cent the Exchequer contribution to 
the costs of requisitioning. 

After March 31, owners will no longer have the option 
of accepting the occupiers as statutory tenants and 
receiving special compensation under the 1955 Act, for 
loss of vacant possession. It should be noted, finally, that 
the Minister is given power under the Bill to order a local 
authority to release a house they have retained if the 
owner can satisfy the Minister that the retention will 
entail severe hardship for the owner. 


Circular 6/60 


The Ministry of Housing have published Circular 6/60, 
dealing with some of the administrative matters that will 
require attention if the Bill is passed into law in sub- 
stantially its present form. It is pointed out that: 

“It will be necessary for any orders made by the 
Minister, if they are to achieve their purpose to be in 
the hands of local authorities concerned not later than 
March 31. Authorities who think that they will not 
succeed in completing derequisitioning by that date should 
apply to the Minister for an order as soon as possible 
and in any case by March 1.” 

In making an application, an authority should explain 
why they think they need more time to finish the job, 
how big a residual problem they expect to be faced with 
after March 31, what means they propose for dealing 
with it, and for what period they wish an order to be 
made.” 

The Minister proposes that any order he makes should 
normally cover any properties which the local authorities 
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are seeking to lease, or purchase, by agreement, but of 
which they will not have the right to beneficial occu- 
pation by April 1. He also notes that orders are expected 
to cover requisitioned properties included in a compulsory 
purchase on which a Ministerial decision is awaited. 

“On the other hand, the Minister intends to exclude 
from an order requisitioned properties which are being 
used by authorities as ‘half-way houses’ to provide short- 
stay accommodation. Authorities using requisitioned 
properties in this way have long been warned that they 
must bring this use on to a regular footing as part of their 
normal housing service not later than March 31.” 

Finally, the Minister points out that after March 31, 
as mentioned above, owners no longer will have 
the option to accept occupiers as tenants and remarks 
that: 

“In order to avoid possible confusion or embarrassment, 
authorities are asked to ensure that no invitations to 
owners to accept licences as statutory tenants are left 
outstanding after, say, March 14.” 


Large Agricultural Buildings 


Development was defined in the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1947, so widely that it included almost 
every possible sort of building activity within its compass. 
Erection of agricultural buildings, therefore, required 
permission in accordance with the Act. It was the object 
of the General Development Order to avoid the need 
for applications to be made for permission in the case 
of many special forms of development which it was felt 
should be free to proceed without the need for constant 
application to the local planning authority. One of the 
classes of development which the General Development 
Order exempted from the need to express permission 
was that of agricultural buildings where those are built 
on agricultural holdings. 

This general permission has meant that such buildings 
as broiler houses have been erected in many parts of 
the country, but the local planning authority have not 
been able to exercise any control over their siting. 

In order to remedy this situation, the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government has brought into effect 
the Town and Country Planning General Development 
(Amendment) Order, 1960. The effect of the Order is 
that all large agricultural buildings, that is to say those 
over 5,000 sq ft in ground area, will now require per- 
mission before they can be erected. The emphasis is, 
of course, on large agricultural buildings, because the 
ground area of this size is quite considerable. It has 
already been observed that no control over the height 
of the building has been stipulated in the new Order. 
As a result, a building of, say, 4,000 sq ft of ground 
area may rise to several storeys and such a building will 
not require permission, with consequent effects on the 
appearance of the locality. This Order came into effect 
on February 25. 


Car Sales Showrooms 


There have been many complaints in recent years that 
it was possible to change the use of ordinary shops into 
that of car sale showrooms without the need for the grant 
of planning permission from the local planning authority. 
This was because the Town and Country Planning (Use 
Classes) Order, 1950, granted permission to any occupier 
to change the use from one sort of shop to any other 
kind of shop without the need for express permission. 
Some exceptions were made by the Order, for example. 
it was not permissible under the Order to change the 
use from that of any ordinary shop to, that is to say, 
a fried fish shop. The Minister has ended this state of 
affairs by adding, to the list of exceptions, shops which 
are used for the sale of motor vehicles. This has been 
brought about by the Town and Country Planning (Use 
Classes) (Amendment) Order, 1960. This Order came 
into effect on February 24.

HOTWELLS ROAD SCHEME, BRISTOL 


In January last year the Bristol Civic Society expressed the view to the city corporation and in the Press that the appearance 
of Hotwells Road (one of the main approaches to the city) was an eyesore and no credit to Bristol, and asked the corporation 
to consider the possibilities of a comprehensive redevelopment of this area. The Planning and Public Works Committee was 


sympathetic but for various reasons no action was taken. 


The society felt that further interest in ridding Bristol of this 


eyesore might be stimulated if some more definite proposals could be put forward. Accordingly it invited the Royal West 
of England Academy School of Architecture to co-operate by setting the problem to its students as one of their design 
projects. Three of the winning schemes are illustrated with an appreciation by Bryan Little 


BRISTOL, like Rome, is a city of many low, yet strongly 

emphasized hills. Many of its eminences are steep- 
sided and precipitous, thus giving the city great scenic and 
topographical distinction in the many dramatic building 
sites and breath-taking viewpoints provided on slopes and 
on the more level crests of the ridges which run in from 
the countryside to diversify Bristol's urban scene. 

In the past, as the city expanded beyond its ancient 
bounds, and as upper Clifton developed as a place of late 
Georgian resort and residence, effective use was made of 
many of these well-placed hillsides. This was specially 
true of some which both caught the sun and provided 
romantic views over the city and the nearby countryside. 
Something of the same sort had been done already in 
some of the upper crescents of Bath, but Bristol’s exploita- 
tion of her steep hillsides was more widespread, and, if 
anything, more dramatic. The slopes of Kingsdown, 
whose decayed Georgian streets have lately been much in 
the news, were among the first so developed. Montpellier, 
with a name often given in those days to residential areas 
with a good view, followed on in the Regency period. 
More notable still, the Clifton terraces made a brilliantly 
dramatic use of the craggy slopes which overlook the 
upstream end of the Avon gorge. In the last few years 
another superb hillside site near the Royal Fort has been 
covered by the commanding new engineering block of 
Bristol University. 

Another such area, farther round than the Clifton cres- 
cents towards the centre of Bristol, is comprised by the 
steep slopes below Clifton Wood. They overlook the 
upper course of the Avon where it has, for a century and 
a half by now, been known as the Floating (i.e., non-tidal) 
Harbour. Seagoing ships pass to and fro just below these 
slopes, and as Bristol’s one remaining shipyard is in this 


part of the harbour the open ground below Clifton Wood 
is the finest place in England for a bird's-eye view of 
launchings. The more distant view is beautifully closed by 
the still rural, tower-capped hill of Dundry, in Somerset. 
At the bottom of the slope a stretch of the busy Hotwells 
Road is a main entrance to Bristol for road traffic and is 
known, like a pleasant riverside walk in Cork, as Mardyke. 

For some years now, and not only because of heavy 
bomb damage, the greater part of this district has been 
blighted, derelict, smelly, squalid and debris-strewn. Shat- 
tered fragments of walls and cellars are mixed up with 
rubbish, while at the bottom the sloping area is lined with 
derelict buildings and hoardings. A site with great scenic 
possibilities for a dramatically effective garden layout or 
for building development is now an eyesore and an urban 
disgrace. It makes it worse that so many motorists 
approaching central Bristol this way get such an introduc- 
tion to so essentially a beautiful and commercially 
important a city. No ancient or historic buildings stand 
now on this Mardyke site, and no “preservationist” 
difficulties are involved in its redevelopment. The owner- 
ship of some of the land is unknown, and it is not entirely 
to the civic authorities’ discredit that it has so long 
remained a wilderness. It has, however, been felt for some 
time that something really should be done to clean it up. 
Nearly two years ago the future of the area was brought 
up at meetings of the Bristol Civic Society, and in due 
course the idea that the area should be comprehensively 
redeveloped was pressed on the Bristol Corporation. For 
various reasons, but not on account of any basic lack of 
svmpathy with the idea, no action has yet been taken. The 
Civic Society, therefore, decided that interest in the subject 
could well be kept alive by asking the Royal West of 
England Academy School of Architecture to put the 
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Top, the design placed second by Peter Floyd, with, under,

designs were by M. W. Hall & T. Hopegood and R. J.

problem to the students as a design project: prizes were 
offered by the Society (with additions from a business 
firm, whose premises are in Hotwell Road), for the most 
promising schemes. The result of all these activities is 
the important exhibition now open at the Bristo! Building 
Centre. The schemes submitted, some of which have 
duly been placed on view, are all by fourth-year students 
of the school. 

The main problem of this Hotwell Road, or Mardyke, 
site arises from the nature of the ground. Not only is 
it extremely steep, but here and there the outcrop rock 
and the soil have a tendency to crumble and slip away 
downhill towards the Floating Harbour. The developers 
of such a site have not only to think of the nature of 
their buildings and of the area’s scenic attractions, they 
have also to ensure that the disposition of the buildings 
helps to secure or “anchor” the site on which they are 
laid. The earlier, e.g., Georgian, builders on similar hill- 
side sites in Bristol aligned most of their houses, with 
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no more than four or five storeys, along the contours. 
None of the schemes now put forward by the Bristol 
students makes more than a fairly minor use of blocks 
running lengthwise along the hill; in some of the projects 
no buildings at all are provided for in this way. A few 
competitors declined the challenge of the slopes and so 
placed their point blocks of flats and maisonnettes that 
they would wholly rise from the small area of level ground 
between the foot of the hill and the main road. The 
bolder spirits, including the winner, Miss Gillian Amsdon, 
and all the four entries placed next to hers, have all 
wholly or partly opted for varying numbers of long, 
narrow, and mostly very tall rectangular “slab” blocks: 
these would rest, at one end, on or just above the crest 
of the hill, while at the outer end they would jut boldly 
out into the angled space above the steep slope. They 
would thus give a very high vertical drop, in one case of 
over 20 storeys, from their upper floors, almost to the 
edge of Hotwells Road. Approach galleries to the lower 
storeys of flats are, in some cases, particularly by Messrs. 
T. Hopegood and M. Hall, allowed to run back into the 
hillside and there to connect with footpaths running up 
and down, the ground left clear between the “straddling” 
blocks. The garden development of parts of the site has 
not been overlooked. Miss Amsdon indeed, in a specially 
attractive and imaginative part of her winning scheme, 
has left all the eastern, more precipitous part of the 
area to be laid out as a “picturesque wilderness”, well 
diversified by the retention of some ruined walls of 
vanished buildings. 

The competition laid it down that the area, as newly 
developed for residential use, should have its own shops, 
café, and some “communal” buildings. All these, along 
with very ample car parking and garage accommodation, 
have been provided for. A few schemes, including the 
strikingly simple and visually effective one by Messrs. 
J. L. M. Pegrom and J. F. Hannam, have placed some of 
their “communal” facilities in the actual living blocks. 
Others, among them Miss Amsdon, have allowed them 
to be separate buildings. Hotwells Road, at its western 
end, already has some small shops across the way from 
the area now under consideration. Some of the students 
placed their shops, in low ranges, designed to replace the 
somewhat seedy property now existing, in this outlying 
part of the site. One or two suggest that the riverside 
nature of this zone could be exploited by building cafés 
(and in one scheme a circular supermarket as well) on 
the very edge of the not very appealing water of the 
Floating Harbour. All the schemes have made much, in 
conjunction with their garaging space, of raised pedestrian 
footways. Linked up to other such footways, and to the 
present paths on the green slopes of Brandon Hill, much 
closer to central Bristol, these footways would provide a 
long, and scenically most satisfying walk or pram push, 
without the crossing of a single main roadway, from the 
beginning of the Avon gorge to the environs of the 
University, Park Street, and the School of Architecture 
itself. 

This week's exhibition in Bristol, partly illustrated here, 
cannot fail to be of the greatest concern to all who care 
for the seemliness and welfare of the city. Its lessons 
are also of a far wider application, and one hopes that 
they will sink in locally among those who must, in due 
course, be responsible for the cleaning up and decent 
future development of an area whose prestige value is 
high. The events which have led up to the holding of 
the exhibition are a classic demonstration of how a town’s 
civic society, without large capital sums at its disposal, 
can nonetheless force such problems to the notice both 
of the local authority and of the local public. Of the 
schemes exhibited one may briefly say that they have most 
of them most courageously accepted the challenge of this 
precipitous, scenically magnificent, yet geologically diffi- 
cult site. If residential redevelopment is to be the future 
of this district, the competing students of the R.W.A. 
School have certainly shown how it could become one 


of the most exciting in Bristol.

THE problem was to build a studio 
house on a very tight budget. In 
this case, the solution was to build a 
Steeper pitched roof than is usual, 
in fact to make a loft on the ground. 
The structure was designed so as to 
use as little material as possible, and 
be easily erected. 

The site is on a fairly steep north- 
sloping hill, by the edge of an old 
sandpit. This has been used as the 
main element in the design of the 
garden, forming a sheltered dell. The 
double-height studio has an external 
terrace to the lip of the pit, and the 
relationship between the two was 
very carefully considered. Brick 
aprons forming gutters and paths 
round the base of the roof ease the 
junction between the roof and site. 

There is a two-storey section at the 
rear with a bedroom, bathroom, 
cloakroom and large kitchen-dining 
room on the ground floor, and an 
additional bedroom and gallery over- 
looking the studio on the first floor. 

The main chimney with the flues to 
the open fire in the studio, and the 
oil-fired boiler (a Rayburn, which is 
silent) in the kitchen, is built in fair- 
faced brickwork. The fireplace has a 
wide brick hearth and forms the focus 
to the whole house.

The steep-pitched roof, which is a 
local tradition, rests on a dwarf wall 
straight on the site slab. It is con- 
structed with a series of “A” frames 
at 2ft centres. These are designed so 
that the tie and purlin support point 
divides the rafter into three equal 
parts, cutting down the rafter size to 
a minimum. Timber columns at 
10ft centres support the purlins. There 
are also diagonal wind braces within 
the plain of the roof. Floor joists 
to the first floor bedroom are halved 
into the rafters. 

Windows in the roof are top hung 
with friction stays, shutting on to the 
rafters, which at these points are 
exposed, with lead gutters at the 
window head to discharge water clear 
of the glass. 

The roof is insulated with glass 
wool and the ceiling is plasterboard 
and plastered. 

The main south window, screened 
by a 4ft overhang, also has a timber 
Venetian blind pulling up from a 
blind box formed in the main tran- 
some at door-head height. 

The internal finishes are as follows 
—Woodwork generally: left un- 
painted, but treated with phenoglaze 
or polished. Doors and Plasterwork : 
painted white.

The Selection of Retail Locations 


by Richard L. Nelson. F. W. Dodge Corporation, New 
York. $9-00 or 65s. 


HIS book, subtitled “New trends and techniques in 

site selection and market analysis for stores, shopping 
centres, banks and other establishments” has obviously 
been written by a man who is master of market researca 
as applied to shopping locations in the United States. 
From that point of view it is a thoroughly competent 
book for those actively engaged in obtaining locations 
as well as for those contemplating breaking into the 
American market. Amongst other things it demonstrates 
the thoroughness with which some of the larger trading 
corporations in America use the experience gained by 
real estate research organizations working on similar 
methods to those described. 

The basic principles of site selection listed in this book 
are possibly also applied by the traders who control the 
larger multiple variety stores in this country, but the 
research is, in all probability, made in a much more 
simple form. The real value of most of the methods 
described to a bank or speciality shop retailer is defeated, 
as locations in the better positions have a habit of 
changing hands in a matter of a few days, or even in 
hours, thus giving little time to carry out the accurate 
trade forecasting recommended. 

The author, throughout the book, tends to imply that 
retail site selection is merely a more-or-less exact science 
involving the collation of masses of information which, 
with the occasional help of involved formulae, will in- 
variably produce an accurate forecast. In the United 
States, with its rapidly moving population, the use of such 
methods is no doubt advisable, but the smaller live trader 
everywhere, however, must, to sell, rely on pedestrian 
counts, flair and imagination sobered by economic 
necessity. 

The arguments in this book are adequately illustrated 
by a number of diagrams, graphs and schedules, and a 
profusion of information from sample check lists to 
sample leases make up the appendix of 85 pages. In a 
book which deals so very fully with the varied trends 
and reasons for the present pattern of trading in the 
United States one would have expected to have found 
more space devoted to the author's appraisal of the future 
trend of retailing—one of the most important factors of 
good site selection.

Trade Draughtsmanship and Drawing Office Procedure 
by A. Edward Harvey. B. T. Batsford Ltd. 21s. 


ys book is written as an introduction for students 
to the principles of draughtmanship, which apply not 
only to the architect but to industrial designers and 
mechanical draughtsmen. As a result the book, instead 
of dealing with drawing technique, emphasizes the geo- 
metric and mechanical approach to draughtmanship. Basic 
geometry is the link between all draughtsmanship and 
this is so very fundamental as to be easily overlooked. 
However, a considerable portion of the book deals with 
basic geometric problems and shows that geometry is 
fundamental to lettering, perspective, sciagraphy and even 
to freehand drawing. 

The illustrations are very good and show various tech- 
niques of draughtsmanship with clarity and distinction. 
The selection of students’ examples gives a sense of 
realism for a beginner and the criticism of the examples 
shows that this faculty must always be developed. 

The book is well organized into sections and sets out 
to teach the student how to draw and use instruments 
followed by projections and conventions. The use of 
various types of projection is discussed and followed by 
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perspective and shadow drawing. Rendering of drawings 
and general examples are shown at the end of the book 
covering the methods previously considered. Each sect'on 
is well written and illustrated and without being a large 
book covers in fair detail complicated perspective and 
reflection problems. 

Constantly whilst reading this book, one is conscious 
of a contemporary approach to design and many refer- 
ences to leading architects and interior and industrial 
designers tend to emphasize that good draughtmanship 
is an essential to good design. Good design, however, 
is the end and draughtsmanship only the means, as is 
clearly proved by the illustration of three dimensional 
models of an electric iron handle designed to suit human 
requirements rather than being designed only from the 
drawing board. 

More could have been shown of actual examples of 
good trade practice, for a student has in some instances 
no knowledge of day-to-day detailing in an office. 

The quality of the typography, paper and binding make 
an attractive book and the author is to be congratulated 
on the choice of the 98 illustrations. 

The information contained in the book is fundamental, 
clear and straightforward, and the book makes a very 
good bargain at the price of 21s.

Playgrounds and Recreation Spaces 


Introduced by Alfred Ledermann and Alfred Trachsel. 
Architectural Press. 63s. 


ONE of the most surprising and delightful of minor 
phenomena in post-war Europe has been the swift 
emergence and flowering of a brilliant culture of children’s 
playgrounds. Copenhagen, with its Skrammellegepladse, 
where the children can build their own wooden huts and 
live their own make-believe life in a world of their own; 
Stockholm, with its outdoor toys, tame lorries and play 
sculpture, all set in beautifully crisp and practical lay-outs; 
Amsterdam with its abstract patterns of paving, hopping 
stones and climbing frames; Diisseldorf, with its water 
playgrounds of squirting pipework and Ziirich, with its 
trains of concrete pipes and nests of paddling basins— 
these are only some of the highlights of a movement which 
has swept the whole of northern Europe, and latterly 
the United States as well. 

In this country, despite the devoted work of a few 
enthusiasts such as Lady Allen, we have never really got 
going. One of the difficulties has been the lack of infor- 
mation. We have been just a little too far away to realize 
what has been going on and to see for ourselves. 

With the publication of this book we no longer have 
this excuse. Here, gathered in admirable clarity and 
detail, is the fruit of the last 15 years’ experience. There 
are some hundreds of photographs showing many of the 
best-known masterprieces in Europe, and others in 
America, Japan and India, which are too far away for 
even the most enthusiastic to visit. 

As far as actual apparatus is concerned, the book seems 
to be exhaustive. The reader can be assured that virtually 
nothing invented up to the end of the fifties is missing. 
There are many layouts, some unfortunately without a 
scale. In addition some of the underlying educational and 
psychological theory is given. What is completely missing 
is any information on cost, which is a pity, but perhaps 
understandable in view of the different currencies involved 
and the fluctuations of prices in the post-war period. 

What is more serious is the lack of any serious dis- 
cussion on the size and placing of playgrounds in relation 
to different densities of built-up area and the different 
age groups of the child population. There is a great lack 
of this statistical information in this country, and the 
experience of towns such as Copenhasen and Amsterdam 
would have been particularly helpful. 

However, this book is extremely good value for the 
three guineas, and it is to be hoped that it-will circulate 
widely and lead to a complete transformation of our 
playground systems.

The Ideal City 
by Helen Rosenau. Routledge and Kegan Paul. 30s. 


T= planning of ideal cities is a recurrent theme which 
has tantalized philosophers and others ever since Plato. 
The underlying conception as to what is to be considered 
ideal has varied enormously according to the spirit of the 
age and according to whether the idealist started by for- 
mulating an ideal society and then clothing it with a 
material framework or whether he was more interested 
with the aesthetics or mechanism of the framework and 
was content to accept existing society as his starting point. 
In between these extremes there have been innumerable 
mixtures of motives. 

One may reasonably expect that a book on the Ideal 
City would make the motives of each idealist crystal clear 
so that we could see what they are trying to do. Unfor- 
tunately, this is exactly what Dr. Rosenau does not do. 
She has a butterfly habit of mind and is apparently 
incapable of pursuing a chain of thought for any length 
of time. 

Consequently this book is chiefly of value as a collection 
of curiosities—unfortunately far from complete so that 
the reader can never be sure that he is being given all the 
relevant information. No mention or virtually no mention 
is made of Wren’s plan of the City, Howard's Ideal 
Garden City, Welwyn, or any of the New Towns, Radburn, 
Chandigarh or Villingby. It will be noticed that most of 
these are examples where the visual element is important 
and it seems that Dr. Rosenau is out of sympathy with 
one of the chief preoccupations and problems of modern 
planners—how to conceive a new envelope for our com- 
plex and rapidly changing society. 

Having said what this book does not do, it is only fair 
to say that it contains a fascinating series of snippets of 
information and some excellent illustrations which are 
calculated te whet the appetite for further study. As a 
book it is more an aperitif than a meal.

Vorgefertigte Wohnhiiuser 


by Walter Meyer-Bohe. Callwey-Miinchen. DM.19-50 
(£1 12s). 


THs book deals with prefabricated one-family houses. 
Like many West German architects, the author believes 
in the particular qualities of one-storey houses when 
compared with other types of dwellings; communications 
are shorter than in two-storey houses; high density layouts 
are possible when plots are not much larger than 1,600 
sq ft; the plans of one-storey houses are flexible and 
their construction is simple. The subject of this book is 
a little odd because most countries have used prefabri- 
cation techniques for multi-storey buildings. It is in this 
field that the need for rationalization has become most 
urgent. The author feels that changing family require- 
ments should be the basis for the changing shape of a 
dweiling which if built efficiently and cheaply should 
have a modular plan. He then develops different groups 
of type plans: narrow and wide frontage, rectangular, L- 
and T-shaped. This is followed by a survey of the 
properties and uses of timber, steel, aluminium and 
concrete and an analysis of a number of techniques. The 
structural joints developed by Wachsmann and Gropius 
are particularly interesting. The author concludes with 
a brief chapter on plumbing units and the means (and 
difficulties) of financing prefabricated houses. 

The second and weaker part of the book illustrates 
numerous one-family houses, either projected or built. 
There is no indication at all about the use of a module. 
This is significant for the current attitude to prefabri- 
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cation in Western Germany. After the last war leading 
technicians introduced a modular system which was based 
on a new standard brick measuring 25cm by 12-5cm (incl. 
one joint). This system has rationalized traditional tech- 
niques without advancing appreciably dry construction. 
The increasing international acceptance of the 10cm 
module is being ignored; the aims and achievements of 
Project 174 of the European Productivity Committee of 
O.E.E.C. in the field of modular co-ordination are quite 
unknown, although leading West German technicians 
participated in the project and agreed to its findings. 
This lack of interest is based on satisfaction with the 
limited achievements of the 25cm modular system, and 
on complacency caused by an unprecedented building 
boom; it is also caused through the dispersal of building 
research to numerous private and official institutes whose 
funds and horizon are too limited to get the results which 
centrally organized research would achieve. Therefore, it 
is not surprising that recent housing projects which were 
built with large factory-made units had to be based on 
foreign patents. This is likely to be a passing phase. 
Because of its obvious limitations the book must remain 
a Stimulating fragment. It includes a summary in fluent 
English.

New Lighting Fittings

Oil-fired Central Heating 
System (F) 


The Baxi-Oil, an oil-fired warm-air 
central heating system, comprises 
a warm-air heater and an indepen- 
dent domestic water boiler in one 
unit. Both are mounted on the same 
base but they have independent 
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burners and the combined unit will 
fit into a cupboard taking floor space 
of only 2ft sq. The burners are of the 
vapourizing type and as they have 
separate controls, the air heater and the 
boiler can be operated either alone or 
simultaneously. Thus in summer, the 
air heater can be switched off and the 
fan used for circulating cool air whilst 
the boiler can, at the same time, be 
worked at full efficiency to supply 
domestic hot water. Air for the heat- 
ing system enters through a grille 
which can be situated, for example, in 
the hall and passes to a fan whence it 
is ducted to the air heat exchanger. 
The warm air then passes through 
concealed ducting to air diffusers 
throughout the house. Up to eight of 
these diffusers can be used and the 
heat is controlled either by adjusting 
the oil supply regulators or the dif- 
fusers. Maximum output of the warm 
air heating system is 32,000 B.Th.U, 
hr and oil consumption is between 
9/20 of a pint minimum and 2 pints 
maximum per hour. Output for the 
domestic hot water system is 8,000 
B.Th.U./hr with oil consumption be- 
tween } of a pint minimum and 9/20 
of a pint per hour maximum. Both 
oil controls have six alternative set- 
tings. The base plate accommodates 
heat exchanger, oil control valves and 
the water heater and is provided with 
adjusting feet and built-in spirit level. 
The exchanger is of mild steel with 
a bright galvanized sheet steel outer 
case with black vitreous enamel doors. 
The makers recommend the use of 
Sonoairduct ducting, but this should 
be further insulated with a roof-space 
insulating material. The size of the 
ducting should generally diminish 
from 8in near the heat exchanger to 
4 to Sin at the most distant outlets. 
The adjustable diffusers should be 
fitted flush. The water boiler is of 
mild steel and must be connected to 
an indirect cylinder. Warm air can 
be taken either from the foot or the 
top of the unit but in new bungalows 
it should be taken from the foot of 
the unit and put into the bungalow at 
a low level. Our illustration shows 
the warm-air central-heating system 
unit on the left with the domestic 
water-heating boiler on the right. The 
combined unit is known as the Baxi- 
Oil 40 and costs £140 with installa- 
tion extra. If required, the warm-air 
heating system can be supplied sepa- 
rately and in this case it is known as 
the Baxi-Oil 32.
